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Council Proceedings. 

Friday. Nov. 3, 1893. 

The President and all' the mem- 
bers of the council were present. 

The minutes of the last meet 
ing were read and approved. 

The Mayor turned over all the 
correspondence in his hands in re 
lation to the sale of the St. Clair 
street bridge bonds, to VV. N. 
Harris, of Chicago, and asked 
that the same be filed away. 

One hundred from the Midland 
coupons bonds, representing the 
interest, were presented to the 
council, they having been paid, 
and the chairman of the finance 
committee was instructed to de- 
atroy them, which he did in the 
presence of the council. 

Petition of America Wooldridge, 
asking a rebate of taxes paid 
twice on her property. The clerk 
was directed to draw his warrant 
for same. 

The bond of the Street Railway 
Company was approved, and filed 
away. 

The street committee were re- 
quested to ascertain what had 
been done by the City Engineer in 
relation to the repairs ordered on 
Wilkinson street ordered to be 
made by the Street Railway Com- 
pany, and to order them to re- 
pair crossings they had torn up. 
The report to be made to the 
council at its meeting Monday 
night. 

The election ordinance was then 
taken up and finished. ' 

The salary of the Tax Collector 
was dertermined by the following 
per centages. viz : 

On collections of taxes 1st 
month, I per cent.; on taxes 2d 
month, I per cent without a pen- 
alty being added , on collections 
3d month, 1 per cent, and a pen- 
alty of 1 per cent., which goes to 
the Collector ; on collections 4th 
month, 2 per cent, penalty, which 
goes to the Collector. On all 
months after 4th month, 5 per 
cent, penalty, all of which goes to 
the Collector. After 90 days 
from the time the books go into 
his hands. 33^3 per cent., with a 
penalty of 25 per cent, on the 
poll taxes, where people have no 
real estate. The report of the 1 
committee was adopted. 

Mr. Miles, from the workhouse | 
Committee, reported that the salary j 
of the Marshal shall be $50 per \ 
month, with the addition of all 
fees to which he shall be entitled. 
The report was received and 
adopted^ 

The ordinance, as a whole, was 
then adopted. 

Mr. Gray then reported that a 
telegram had been received an- 
nouncing that the River and Har- 
bor Committee of Congress would 
arrive in this city next Friday, 
and moved that a committee of 
the council be appointed to act in 
conjunction with the citizen's 
committee. Adopted. The fol- 
lowing gentlemen embrace the 
committee : Gray, Ellwanger, 
McClure, Mayor Tobin and Chair- 
man Milam. 

The council then adjourned un 
til to morrow night. 

Saturday. November 4, '93. 
President Milam and all the 
members of the council except 



Councilmen Ellwanger and Watson 
present. 

The election ordinance was 
read a second time and passed. 

A telegram was received from 
Prof. Nelson stating that his agent 
at Cleveland had wired him that 
work on the iroti for the new 
bridge was progressing very rap- 
idly. 

A letter was also received by 
Mayor Tobin from the King 
Bridge Company, which stated 
that they would push their work 
as rapidly as possible, and hoping 
that the council would bear with 
them. 

Some six or eight bids were re 
ceived for building the pavements 
on Wilkinson, Mero and the South 
Side. The bids were opened but 
further action was deferred until 
Wednesday night, when the work 
will be let. The bids were referred 
to the street committee and en- 
gineer, who are to report at that 
time. 

The council then adjourned un- 
til Wednesday night. 

Wednesday, Nov. 8, '93. 

President Milam and all the 
councilmen were present. 

The reading of the minutes of 
the last meeting were dispensed 
with. 

Petition of Wm. P. Willis, ask- 
ing rebate on taxes, was refused. 

The bids for curbing, guttering 
and paving on Wilkinson streets 
were then taken up, and, the city 
engineer having made estimates on 
them, the contract was awarded to 
Pat Noonan, and the city attorney 
was instructed to draw up con- 
tract with Mr. Noonan for the 
faithful performance of his work, j 
I He was given until next Tuesday 
I to file his bond. In case he failed I 
j to file bond by that time, the] 
work was to be let to the next j 
lowest bidder. Yeas 6, nays o. 
The work is to be completed in 
six weeks from the time it is com 
menced. 

Mr. Ellwanger offered a reso- 
lution fixing the salary of Mayor 
Tobin at the rate of $1,000 a 
year, from June 14, to the time 
his term expires. Yeas 6, nays 
O. 

The city engineer, under direc- 
tions of the street committee, pre- 
sented a diagram of the work, 
with specifications for the improve- j 
ments on Second street, from the 
corner of Bridge to Judge Drane's 
line. The estimate furnished con- 
templates an expenditure of $1,- 
600, which is very low for the im- 
provement to the city's property. 

Mr. Gray moved that the work 
be done, and the motion was 
adopted unanimously by the coun- 
cil. 

Dr. James, the President of the 
Health Board, appeared before j 
the council and recommended that 
they order all our people vaccinat- 
ed, and that a sufficient number 
of physicians be employed to do 
the work quickly and thoroughly. 

The matter was referred to the 
health committee to report back 
to the next meeting. 

Mr. Swigert moved that when 
the council adjourn it be to meet 
again to-morrow night. 

The council then went into ex- 
ecutive session. 



Thursday, Nov. 9, '93. 

President Milam and all the 
members of the council except 
James N. Miles were present. 

The reading of the minutes of 
the last m.*etiii^ wu dispensed 
with. 

A telegram was received by 
Mayor Tobin from Prof. Nelson 
stating that the shipment of the 
iron for the St. Clair street bridge 
was about ready to commence, and 
asking that aP talk in relation to 
postponement be silenced. 

The resolution making Mayor 
Tobin's salary at the rate of 
$1, 000 per year from June 14 tD 
the expiration of his term, was 
read a second time and unani- 
mously adopted. % 

The ordinance in relation to the 
improvement of Second street, 
was read a second time and 
adopted 

Mr. Furr offered an ordinance 
governing contested election cases. 

A committee composed of Col. 
J. W. Pruett, D. M Woodson and 
Capt. Ed. Drane, from the citi- 
zens meeting at the court-house, 
appeared before the council and 
asked the concurrence of the com- 
mittee of the council in making 
arrangements for the reception of 
the River and Harbor Committee. 

The joint committees were to 
meet in the council chamber Fri- 
day morning at 8:30 o'clock, to 
make final arrangements. 

Mr. Gray then moved the pre- 
vious question on the ordinance 
presented by Mr. Furr. The vote 
being taken it resulted : yeas, 6 ; 
nays, 2. 

The council then adjourned to 
meet again Friday evening at 
7 o'clock.

THE ELECTION 

Result s in a Tangle Which 
Makes It Uncertain

city was almost as quiet as on Sun 
day. At the polls the workers 
were busy, running too and fro, 
getting out the vote, but every- 
thing was good humored, except 
that a slight disturbance occurred 
at the Gas House precinct early in 
the morning. 

While the three parties— Dem 
ocratic, Republican and Populists 
— had candidates in the field for 
Senator and the Democrats and 
Populists had candidates for Rep 
resentative, their races were lost 
sight of in the interest taken in 
the election of city officers, both 
the Democratic and Republican 
parties having nominated c indi- 
cates for all the offices to be filled, 
from May<r down. When the 
votes were counted out it was found 
that Judge Ira Julian, the Demo 
cratic candidate for Mayor, had 
received majorities in all of the 
precincts except Vogler's and the 
Gas House. These two precincts 
gave Mr. Berberich, the Republi 
can candidate, majorities sufficient 
to overgo Judge Julian's vote in 
the other precincts and elect him 
by a small majority, but while the 
vote was being counted in the 
Gas House precinct a squabble 
arose I etween the officers of the 
election which resulted in all the 
ballots being crammed into the 
box, which was taken possession 
of by the Democratic sheriff of the 
election and carried to the County 
Clerk's office. A large crowd im- 
mediately assembled and every 
body began to give their ideas as 
to the law in the case, but no 
agreement could be arrived at, 
and County Clerk Smith took the 
box home with him that night 

He continued in charge of the 
same until Thursday, when the 
board, consisting of County 
Judge B. G. Williams, Sheriff R. 
D. Armstrong and County Clerk 
N. B. Smith met to canvass the 
vote. The question having been 
raised that the election officers 
at the Gas House precinct having 
surrendered the ballot box to the 
County Clerk and adjourned, no 
one could legally count the ballots, 
both the candidates for Mayor 
were represented at the meeting 
of the board by counsel— Judge 
Julian by Senator Wm. Lindsay 
and Mr. Berberich by Gen. D. 



W. Lindsey, John Rodman, Esq., 
and Judge W. H. Sneed. After 
hearing the argument of counsel 
on both sides the board adjourned 
to meet again yesterday. When 
the board met yesterday they 
announced their decision not 
count the vote cast at the Gas 
House, and Mr. Berberich im- 
mediately entered his protest and 
will fight the matter in the courts. 

The board then proceeded to 
canvass the vote of the uncon 
tested precincts, and the annexed 
table is the result in the city.

Manual Training. 

Training implies a superior 
power in the one who trains to 
that possessed by the being which 
is under a course of training. The 
tuperior power is the human will. 
It is the human will which directs 
the growth of the ornamental 
evergreen, which produces the 
beautiful cultivated flower, which 
assumes control of the animal's 
activity or which brings the hand 
into subjection.

Since the muscles are obedient to 
the will power only it necessarily 
follows that any designed move- 
ment implies the previous intelli- 
gence of the mind. Therefore, to 



teach a human being to perform 
the most elementary mechanical 
action, it is essential that the mind 
shall intelligently compreheud the 
purpose intended and exercise 
choice before the physical effort 
s made. Manual training supplies 
this condition through the instruc- 
tion, the information, the cautions 
and the examples given by the 
teacher, and by the preparation 
of a working drawing made by 
the pupil. In its very inception 
the act of the pupil is directed in- 
telligently by himself. 

Intelligent action places one on 
a high social plane. Unintelligent 
labor is the substratum of society.
